JNonger Possible for the Mussulmans to 
Remain at Crete. 

Iiea, Feb. '24.— While the palace was 
bung a strong box, containing ,C7,000 
felnto the ruins and broke open, 
wbupon there was a wild rush of 
Tcsh soldiers and Mussulmans to se- 
cithe treasure. Eventually the for- 
oi^iarines wero obliged to lire blank 
cadges to restrain them.and for a time 
a 0U8 conllict between tho Turks and 
KjieaiiB was threatened.

London, Feb. 24.— Hon. Geo. F. Gos- 
chen, first lord of the admiralty, to-night 
announced that tho powers had arrived 
at an agreement concerning Crete, 
which, he said, Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Balfour would explain in parliament to- 
morrow. 

The Chronicle in big type prints a dis- 
play article this morning calling on the 
nation to take active steps in the Cretan 
situation. Says the Chronicle: "Or- 
ganize, agitate and denounce the dis- 
honor to Britain's Hag by association 
with tho Sultan and the coercion of 
Greece." 

The Chronicle further announces that 
the foreign admirals have already re- 
quested Colonel Vassos to quit the 
Island of Crete, and threaten to bom- 
bard him if lie attacks any position occu- 
pied by the Turks. Colonel Vassos has 
replied that he must execute his orders. 
Mr. Henry Norman, the correspondent 
of the Chronicle, adds the statement: 
" Col. VaBsos will not leave the island; 
Greece will not accept autonomy under 
the Turkish flag." 

A midnight dispatch to the Standard 
from Constantinople says: "It iB re- 
ported that the cabinet lias decided to 
prepare for an eventual march on Athens 
should Greece decline to comply with the 
Porte's demand and evacuate Crete. A 
note to Hub effect will be eent to Crete 
in the near future. The military prepar- 
ations have been completed, and it is 
alao atated the minister of war liaa 
uJedgeU himself to have thirteen ships 
ready a week from now." The Athens 
correspondent of the Standard says that 
lie baa ascertainel from a reliable source 
that Greece will icject the proposals of 
the powers. 

A dispatch to the Timea from Athens 
saya: "Two of tho moat influential 
papers counsel moderation and defer- 
ence to the European powers. Other 
papers urge an immediate declaration of 
war and an advance into Macedonia, 
' the conaequencea of which,' they say, 
' would injure Europe more than 
Greece.' " 

"A bitter feeling prevaila ngainst 
England because it was supposed she 
secretly aepported the Greek policy, 
but the greatest animoaity is displayed 
against Emperor William. Popular 
feeling is bo atrong that only the com- 
plete abolition of the Sultana jurisdiction 
in Crete will calm the oxehement. 

"It is stated that Col. Vasaos, com- 
mander of the Greek forces on tho island 
of Crete, ia marching to the interior, and 
King George has eent the following mes- 
sage to the Greek army: 'The King in 
the present circumstances relies for aid 
on the nation, his officers and his army, 
"and upon no foreign power.' 

Cologne, Feb. 24. — The Cologne Gaz- 
ette publishes a dispatch from Berlin 
Baying that all the powers have agreed 
in the' event of Greece not yielding 
promptly to moral pressure, that the 
proposal to blockade the Piereua will Co- 
adopted.

Ottawa, Feb. 24.— (Special)— There is 
a lively tuasel going on in cabinet circles 
over the Crow's Neat Pass railway char- 
ter. Hon. "Mr. Blair, aince his viait to 
the Kootenay country, has become an 
ardent advocate of government construc- 
tion and operation of the road and he is 
therefore opposed to the Canadian Paci- 
fic securing a monopoly of the pass. On 
the other bund, the apparent majority 
of the ministers are in favor of the big 
transcontinental company building the 
line.. Dr. Milne returned to Ottawa to- 
day to continue the agitation for a gov- 
ernment or independent line. 

Protectionieta by the dozens and 
scores interviewed the minister to-day, 
among the industries represented lieing 
the book, cloth, wire nails, wood, screw, 
barbed wire, horse nails, rolling mills, 
glaaaware, paper, wall paper and crock- 
ery traclcB. All asked for no reduction, 
but if poasible more protection. The 
wire nail delegation was an especially 
large one, all the principal manufactur- 
ers in the country being represented.

He asked 
that the duty remain as at present, but 
that the word " sprigs " be Btruck out of 
the tariff and that " shoe nails " be in- 
serted instead.

PHILANTHROPIC PROJECTS. 

Mr. Gage's Home for Consumptives Scheme 
Before Premier Greenway— Manitoba. 
Legislation. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 24.— (Special)— Hon. 
Mr. Greenway waa called upon this 
morning by a deputation consisting of 
W.J. Gage, of Toronto, and Drs. Chown, 
Jonea and Montgomery, who requested 
the Premier to conaider the advisability 
of establishing a home for consumptives 
in this province. Mr. Gage, who 
liaB already established such a home in 
Muskoka, in .desirous of establishing 
Bimilar homes in Manitoba, the Terri- 
tories and British Columbia. 

The Hudson's Bay Co. to-day sent to 
Mr. J. H. Ashdown, chairman of the 
local committee, a check for $1,000, as 
their contribution to the fund for the re- 
lief of the distress in India. 

The bill to amend the Manitoba Pub- 
lic Schools Act was introduced in the 
legislature to-day by Attorney-General 
Cameron. It embodies the provisions 
of the schools settlement arrived at hiBt 
November between tho Manitoba and 
Dominion governments. It ia the in- 
tention of the government to keep this 
bill separate from any other amend- 
ments to the Public School act. 

'The Mines act "waa another mea- 
sure introduced to-day. This bill is 
drawn very much on the same lines aa 
the Ontario act. 



THE SOCIAL SEASON. 

Opened in the World's Metropolis With a 
Drawing Room at Buckingham. 

London, Feb. 24. — The first drawing- 
room of the aeason waa held to-day with 
appropriate caremonLa, When the Life 
Guards left their quarters and started 
for'tho palace the hall was already well 
filled with spectators. The Guards, with 
immense clanking spurs and sabres, 
wheeled their black horses into the pal- 
ace yard and stationed themselves in the 
quadrangle, before the main entrance. 
Ab the ladiea entered tho hallway they 
weie received by the Lord Chamberlain. 

The Queen was wheeled from her pri- 
vate apartments into the throne room, 
and during tho ceremony sat in a low 
chair, draped in scarlet and gold, placed 
in front of the throne. The Princess of 
Wales and Princess Christian were on 
one Bide of Her Majeaty and the Duchess 
of Connaught was on the other. m Only 
the inemberB of the diplomatic corps 
and privileged members of tho aristoc- 
racy who had an entree were received by 
the Queen, and Her Majesty left before 
the general preaentations, which were 
taken by the Princess of Walea on behaH 
of Her Majeaty. 
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Bainstorm and Cloudburst Work 
Serious Damage to Life and 
Property. 



Whole Villages Submerged and Rail- 
road Traffic on Many Lines 
at a Standstill. 



Louisville, Ky., Feb. 24.— By noon 
to-day 22 deaths had been reported, be- 
sides immeuae destruction of property, 
as a result of the unprecedented rain 
storm which during sixty hours past has 
been deluging this state. Bridges, roadB, 
fences, buildings and railway tracks have 
been carried out, devastation being re- 
ported from every quarter to which the 
wires are working, while residents of the 
mountains must have Buffered in even 
more terrible proportion. Their con- 
dition cannot be definitely determined 
for several days. 

At Portsmouth, the Ohio passed the 
danger mark at daylight; all factories 
have been closed by the rising water, 
and the city is to-night cut off from 
lights and all ordinary vehicular ser 
vice. In Butler county much Btock has 
been lost and three men and a child are 
reported drowned: in Perry, Knot, 
Fletcher and Breathitt counties, farm 
buildings have Buffered seriously, while 
Jameson county (the county seat of 
Breathitt) is under water. At Beatty 
ville, the lumbermen are the heaviest 
losers, many thousand acres of good tim- 
ber having been destroyed. 

The rainstorm was varied at Middles- 
borough with a cloudburst, in which 
James Oharwell and his three children 
lost their lives. At Harrodsburg, the 
bridge was flooded, and M. E. Patterson 
and his wife, in attempting to cross, 
were swept away ; the man was drowned, 
but his wife succeeded in catching a 
standing tree half a mile down stream, 
from which she was with difficulty 
rescued. 

Charles Ilolton, of Sparta, was 
(irowned this afternoon while attempt- 
ing to save his father's houso; others 
are missing, and more than 25 families 
were compelled to flee from their houses 
by the rising waters of Eagle creek. The 
water is eight feet in the houses along 
the creek, and the loss in cattle and hogs 
has been great. 

At Charleston, W.Va., the stejidy rain 
for two days past has put the Kanawha 
and Elk rivers above the danger line. 
The lower part of the city is flooded, and 
all navigation in the Kanawha has been 
stopped. The weather is warm, and 
prospects are for more rain. 

The Kentucky town of Hyneville is all 
under water except two blocks. There 
is great financial loss. The Cumberland 
river is rising at that point. 

At Cumberland the heavy rain lias 
swollen the Potomac river and Wills 
creek so that there are grave fears of 
this city being flooded. The waters al- 
ready have overflowed their bankB, and 
people living in the vicinity are com- 
pelled to move out. The railway tracks 
at Hindman are covered by four feet of 
water, and all trains are stopped. The 
trains on the West Virginia Central are 
delayed and telegraphic communication 
is cut off. The waters are rising at the 
rate of two feet an hour. 

The Times correspondent at Pineville 
telegraphs, with unconscious but char- 
acteristic humor, that " two men and a 
revenue officer have been drowned — the 
latter was in the mountains looking for 
moonshiners." All but two blocks of 
Pineville is submerged, while a number 
of little towns along the north fork of 
the Kentucky are under water. The 
people have been forced to seek shelter 
in the mountains. Reports from Jack- 
son and other places up the river say 
there has been considerable loss of life 
and property. Mrs. Hutsell and little 
daughter were drowned in their house, 
which was washed from the mountain 
side in Breathitt county. 

Across the river, in Cincinnati, steady 
rain has fallen over the entire area of 
the immense watershed of the Ohio val- 
ley, with the exception of the mountain- 
ous portions of Western New York and 
yVestern Pennsylvania, where tho tele- 
graph reports rains to-night. On both 
sides of the Ohio and on the Big 
Sandy, the boundary between West 
Virginia and Kentucky, tho tributaries 
are at high flood tide. The mountains 
at the head of the Kentucky, Cumber- 
land and Tennessee rivers are delivering 
into these great tributaries, with great 
rapidity, floods of melted snow and rain, 
and filling the Ohio. The tributaries on 
tho left bank of the Ohio in Pennsyl- 
vania rise in the mountains, and there, 
too, the delivery of rainfall and melted 
snow is very rapid. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio westbound 
passenger train encountered a washout 
opposite Portsmouth, O., this morning, 
and the engine, baggage and express car, 
mail car and one coach were derailed. 
The casualties "included the death of 
Koadniaster Stout, and nine of the train 
crew seriously injured. 



WILD WINDS AND WAVES. 

Atlantic Liners Just Arrived Report Un- 
precedented Rough Wentlier. 

New Yokk, Feb. 21. — All tho Atlantic 
liners coming in to-day report exception- 
ally rough weather— the captains of the 
St. Paul and the Ariatic agreeing that 
the storms parsed through bad no par- 
allel in their experience. The Adriatic 
had an especially narrow escape from 
foundering in a gale on Wednesday last, 
when Tier cargo shifted and the engines 
became disarranged. This was the cli- 
max of a six days' struggle with the ele- 
ments. The crew worked with desper- 
ation. All available men were set to 
work carrying cargo. When it was 
nearly finished the machinery became 
unmanageable. The destiny of tho ves- 
sel was shifted from the crew to the men 
in the chief engineer's department, and 
tor six hours, during which time the 
Adriatic was hove to, its fate hung in 
the balanco. On Wednesday, while the 
seas were yet making a mill race of the 
decks, tho machinery was repaired and 
the vessel again shaped a course for this 
port. 



NO COLONIAL CONFERENCE. 


Although the Opportunity of the Diamond 
Jubilee Will Not Be Lost 
Sight or. 

London, Feb. 24:— The secretary of 
state for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, in the House of Commons to- 
day said that there is no question of 
holding an imperial conference while 
the colonial premiers are attending the 
Queen's diamond jubilee. But he ex- 
plained that of course the government 
will take the opportunity of discussing 
any matters of common interest which 
any of them may desire.

A MISSION TO MENELIK. 

Britain Will Seek to Establish Diplomatic 
Relations With the Abyssinian Othello. 

London, February 24. — It is an- 
nounced that a British • mission 
will shortly start for Abyssinia, 
Mr. James Rennell Rodd, C.M.G., being 
appointed special envoy, and bearing an 
autograph letter to King Menelik from 
Queen Victoria. 

The mission to Abyssinia' is planned 
for the purpose of establishing diploma- 
tic relations with that country. Russia 
and France have already sent various 
missions aiming at obtaining influence 
in Abyssinia. 



INTO BRITISH HANDS. 



The Celebrated "Silver Bow" Pro- 
perty Acquired by a London 
Syndicate. 



Short Rations but Not Starvation 
on the Yukon— Rich Ground 
Discovered. 



Yukoners and Alaskan residents to 
the number of fifty or more were aboard 
tho mail steamship City of Topeka on 
her return from the North yesterday. 
She berthed at the ocean dock at one, 
staying a little over an hour in port, 
during which time most of those 
aboard made the trip up town, only to 
return immediately, however, as not 
more than half a dozen remained heie. 
The Yukoners, of whom there were only 
three, are the most recent arrivals from 
Circle City. They confirm the reports of 
the shortage of supplies at the several 
posts of the interior, but maintain that 
no fear of privation need be felt, for 
while there is no great abundance of 
provisions at any place none are so 
scantily supplied that suffering will 
enBue. A wise recommendation is that 
every man entering the Yukon this 
season should carry in every pound of 
provisions he can possibly take with 
hitn. Mr. Hewlings, one of the latest 
returned party, reports having seen Mr. 
James Macaiiley, of this city, at Clon- 
dyke. The latter had taken the first 
horses into Circle City that have ever 
reached there and was now reported to 
be doing well at Clondyke. Of the late 
mining news in the Far North brought 
by the Topeka, that of the sale by Lane 
and Wayward to Captain Williams, a 
representative of a London exploration 
company, of the Silver Bow pioperty is 
the most interesting. In the mines a 
30-stainp mUl has been in service for 
some time. Mr. Duncan, _ the manager 
of the Tread well, is concerned in the 
deal and believes that there will be no- 
thing to surpass the property in Alaska, 
lying as it does only three miles from 
Juneau. The amount of capital moving 
ing in the sale was $500,000, and it is un- 
derstood that the present owners 
intend expending considerable more 
in developing the miues. The To- 
peka reports that the grand jury was 
to convene at Sitka on Tuesday last for 
the setting of the trial of Birch and 
Shell, the two Alaskan desperadoes in 
prison on several counts of murder. 
Deputy Marshal Halo, who was shot in 
the abdomen wfiile attempting to recap- 
ture the escaping convicts, continues to 
improve in health, while Bays, another 
of the victims, has almost completely re- 
covered from the effects of a bullet 
wound in the leg. 

In a letter to Mr. Stephen Jones, of 
this city, Albert E. McKay, of the new 
city of Dawson, on the Yukon, gives 
many interesting details of mining pro- 
gress in those far northern parts. " We 
(W. E. Macdonald and myself) have left 
Mr. Ogilvie," he says, "and are now on 
our own hook, having invested in a pla- 
cer diggings which, from a few hundred 
dollars will realize thousands. 

" One of the best and richest diggings 
ever struck in America, tho most exten- 
sive and valuable," the letter continues, 
" is situated on a creek now named 
Bonanza, which empties into the Clon- 
dac, or Klondyke, about two and a half 
miles up from the junction of tho latter 
with tho Yukon liver. These mines 
were discovered during the latter part of 
August last, and four days later, not- 
withstanding that the Yukon river had 
to be poled 5li miles from Forty-Mile 
City, to reach the Bonanza, 103 claims 
were staked out. 

"By this time (December It, lSO(i) 
many of the miners have dumps of drift 
or gravel lying beside their cabins, 
awaiting the liquifying powers of the 
sun — who has temporarily deserted us — 
worth thousands of dollars. 
The prospects vary from 10c to $00 to 
the pan of dirt from the head of the 
creek to tho mouth, while each of its 
branches is a veritable Eldorado of 
wealth. ' 

" These diggings are indisputably in 
British territory — being about 53 miles 
from ' Forty Mile ' they aro situated 
some 50 miles east of the international 
boundary. They are conveniently situ- 
ated, the nearest mine being only three 
miles from Dawson, a small town of 
three mouths growth, which can be 
reached by steamer. Provisions aro not 
plentiful, flour cannot be obtained at all, 
and though the miner's have their year's 
supply, there will be a scarcity of 
' grub ' before spring,"

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Feb. 24. — Mr, La Pointe, 
of Central Park, Burnaby, has just 
brought in a flock o£ sheep from Idaho 
He was six days en route in consequence 
of heavy snow, and had an uncommonly 
tough time of it. Mutton supplies here 
had got very low, and Mr. La Pointe's 
bij» band of sheep therefore comes oppor- 
tunely. 

The police here will measure all future 
prisoners as a means of identification of 
past offenders in accordance with the 
anthropometric rules first laid down by 
French criminal investigators. 

Mayor Templeton has called a public 
meeting of citizens for Thursday next to 
consider the proposal to establish a Vic 
toria Order of Homo Helpers as a Cana- 
dian national memorial of the Queen'B 
diamond jubilee. 

There is considerable excitement here 
amongst tho printers over news that the 
Province Company has replaced white 
lithographers by cheaper Japanese 
workers. 

A. Jap, named Kurisnra, has been 
found dead in his shack on Fake creek. 
The coroner will hold an inquest, tlioiijrli 
it is believed that the man died of na- 
tural causes. 

A cyclist's reckless ridincr on a Bide- 
walk Iuib caused serious injuries to a very 
young chilil which may end fatally. The 
little one, a girl three years old, was 
struck down on a sidewalk on Homer 
street and her skull fractured. The of- 
fender rode off in most cowardly fashion 
without staying to investigate the mis- 
chief done. 

Officers Harris and Grady are the for- 
tunate recipients of a reward of $- r )0 from 
the Customs Department, which the po- 
lice committee will allow them to retain, 
in addition to their ordinary stipend, as 
otherwise the department would retain 
the amount of the reward. 

The park commissioners are making 
very extensive road improvements on 
Stanley park this spring and towards 
these are immediately spending $1,500 
as a first installment. 

German navigation has increased ac- 
cording to statistics about 35 per cent iu 
the last ten years. This is noticeable to 
a large extent in the shipping at this 
port. In the ten years previously to 
1S!)0, there were, ten ' ships altogether 
which arrived at this port, floating the 
German flag, but during the 12 months 
ending Dee. 1896, there were no fewer 
than seven ships displaying the German 
ensign. 

It is reported that coal of a good qual- 
ity lias been struck by the big Costello 
syndicate, which has fioen boring for 
some time at' South Vancouver. All 
property in the vicinity has been bonded. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Feb. 21. — The city sale 
of hind for tax arrears will ho held 
March 15. At a later date tho Burnaby 
council will hold a similar sale. 

Mr. Archer Martin, of Victoria, is 
here investigating as Dominion commis- 
sioner the affairs of tho crown limber 
agent, Mr. Higginson. 

The much-discussed aldertnanic in- 
demnity bylaw has been temporarily 
laid over through the illness of itB pro- 
poser. 

There is a lartre increase in the popu- 
lation of the Sapperton district, as a re- 
sult of the opening of the automatic can 
factory, wh'ch has brought nearly 200 
new residents to that part of the town. 



FARMERS AND FREIGHTS. 

Patrons of Industry Seek Reduced Rates 
and an Inter-Provincial Commerce 
, Commission. 

Montreal, Feb. 21.— The Patrons of 
Industry are in session here, and the 
most important subject under considera 
tion is tho excessive railway freight tate 
on farm products. They will endeavor 
by all available means to have influence 
brought to bear on parliament to enforce 
the railway act to make such amend- 
ments thereto as will give .Canadian 
shippers the same rights as given United 
States shippers by the inter-commerce 
act and establish a tribunal with juris- 
diction similar to that which is exer 
ciseil by the inter-Btate commerce com 
mission.

London, Feb. 21.— The South African 
csmmitlea resumed its sessions to-day, 
when answering a question of Edward 
Blake (Irish Nationalist M. P. for the. 
south division of Longford) Col. Rhodes 
said : 

" I have been told that I let Johannes- 
burg in for this trouble, but when 1 look 
at all the letters and telegrams I come 
to the conclusion that it was rather Jo- 
hannesburg which let me in. The Jo- 
bannesburgers tried the reform road 
prior to revolution. They petitioned 
President Kruger, whose promises, how- 
ever, were not kept." 

Referring to the noted eonvereation 
between himself and "Bobby White," 
Col. Rhodes said : 

" We were discussing the Egyptian 
question. I said: ' If (ireat Britain de- 
cided to remain I should stop 
any foreign power from com- 
ing between Khartoum and Uganda.' 
White replied : ' We had no instruc- 
tions.' I answered 'Of course not, but 
it is not the government's policy that 
you should lie on your backs and eat 
three meals a day. You ought to ascend 
the Nile and make it impossible for the 
French to cross.' I did not know 
White would apply my remarks to some- 
thing else. It shows how careful you 
ought to tie in what you say." 

Further questioned regarding the raid, 
Col. Rhodes asserted that his determi- 
nation to proceed to extreme measures 
was reached in conjunction with the load- 
ers at Johannesburg. It was intended to 
change the government, owing to the 
hopelessness of obtaining redress for 
grievances. 
■ A reference to the Matabelo war called 
from the witness the remark, " Fortun 
ately for you, you have not had to pay 
for it." * 

The session was then adjourned until 
Friday next. •

Record Making- by the "City of 
Kingston "—The "Speke's" 
Misfortune. 



In no better position than the night 
before the tug Vancouver, as she lay 
hung upon rocks in Oak bay last even- 
ing, eeemed a tempting object for a good 
gale to attack, for it would not take a 
fairly strong wind and a little sea long to 
compass her destruction. Fortunately 
since striking the tug has been favored 
witli good weather, and if such continues 
for another day the worst will be over 
and ttie steamer anchored Bafely in port. 
YeBtorday afternoon the tug Sadie took 
a couple of scows out to the stranded 
vessel, and from these the Van- 
couver is expected to receive 
sufficient buoyancy to lift her 
clear of all obstructions when the tide 
rises to its highest at (3 o'clock this 
morning. The barges have been lashed 
down under thestern of the steamer and 
will not only servo to keep that end of 
the disabled craft from submerging but 
aid her to And an even keel. The Sadie 
will be by her side at six this morning 
Teady to give assistance if need be and 
to tow her to port. So far it is believed 
the steamer has escaped injury. Captain 
Marchand, who ran her ashore, is con- 
sidered one of the best navigators in 
these waters. He was on the Beaver 
at the time she Btruck her final blow on 
the rocks, and has been connected with 
local shipping pretty much ever since. 

SEAL ON* THE WEST COAST. 

The steamer Teps, Captain Roberta, 
returned from the West Coast last even- 
ing, having been absent from port not 
quite four days. She had good weather 
on tho voyage, but met no vessels, and 
the only sealer heard of was the Maud 
S. which was reported to have arrived 
safely at Village island from Victoria. 
Capt. Baynon, M. Sullivan and Charles 
Flash — the crew who took the steamer 
Clayoquot down tho Coast — returned, 
having left their vessel at Clayoquot, ami 
among other passengers to arrive were 
Capt. R.Cox, who went down the Coast 
to secure Indian hunters for a sealing 
cruise; D. R. Ker, A. Clement and J. 
Conley, who went down to Alberni to 
see some mining property; the Misses 
Ward, Miss V. White, Rev. Wm. Stone, 
J. J. Beard, A. Dayton, J. A. McCarle'y 
and J. West. The steamer brings news 
of a run of seals on the Coast. 

MARINE NOTES. 

As a result of a survey made on Tues- 
day by Captains Gaudin, Clarke and 
Cox, the British ship Spoke came around 
to the outer wharf from Esquimalt yes- 
terday afternoon in tow of the tugs Con- 
stance and Chieftain. At the wharf she 
will diecharge 500,000 feet of her cargo 
of lumber and when thiaia done a second 
survey will he held to determine more 
particularly the cauBe of the ship's lis t . 
Work will be immediately commenced 
at discharging the ship and in the mean- 
time tenders are being called by Robt. 
Ward & Co., Ltd., for the reloading of 
the lumber. 

There was a miniature Chinatown 
aboard tho steamer Barbara Boscowit;; 
just before she Bailed for Northern Brit- 
ish Colujsbia ports last night. Cuddled 
up iu the hold Chinamen were to be 
found bv the score, while others perhaps 
more popular appeared to eacli have 
their " wide circle of friends " with them 
until the last. The Bcene indicated the 
commencement of the Northern trade, 
and the Chinamen form the first con- 
tingentof Northern cannerymen to leave 
town. The Boscowitz will call en route 
north at Vancouver. 

To-d-.ty the eleven sailors sentenced on 
•Tuesday to one week's imprisonment 
for refusing duty aboard ship will he 
placed aboard the Lyderhorn again. 
That vessel is now ready to sail, and to 
wait until the men had served their full 
period of confinement would mean for 
her an extra and unnecessary expense. 

Since the steamer City of Kingston 
returned to her regular run after her an- 
nual overhaul she IB making Bplendid 
time. A few eveninga ago she also 
made a record run across from Port 
Townsend, making the .trip with no 
special effort in exactly two hours and 
twenty-live minutes. 

Tho steamer Fingal took 80,000 feet of 
cedar lumber to Seattle this week for 
transfer to tha Japanese steamer Waka- 
noura Mara. 

The tug Skidigate, sunk by accident 
in False creek, has been raised and 
pumped out. The boat is but slightly 
injured. 

Schooners Otto, Capt. J. McLeod and 
Minnie, Captain Victor Ja.cobsen, cleared 
on sealing cruises yesterday. 

Two vessels are now en routo for Van- 
couver from Porn, with large cargoes of 
raw sugar for the refinery.

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MR. SWORD'S RESOLUTION. 

Apart from the merits of Mr. Sword'a 
resolution to compel companies asking 
for franchises to make deposits sufficient 
to secure the carrying out of the objects 
aimed at, such a method of procedure ia 
unwise, and decidedly un-British. 1 If 
the resolution had passed, no one, not 
even tho mover, would have been bound 
by it for a single moment. Tho house 
could have reversed it when the first bill 
waa considered. Resolutions simply 
declaring abstract principles are not cus- 
tomary in British legislatures, except 
under two conditions, if the government 
proposes to introduce a measure, it iB 
customary in large legislative bodies to 
test the sense of the house by resolution. 
This gives full opportunity for a discus- 
sion of the principle involved. When 
tho resolution has been carried a bill is 
introduced to giveeDactto it. This ia the 
manner in which, for example, the Can- 
adian Pacific subsidy was brought before 
parliament. In smaller legislatures tho 
practice is usually to test tho sense of 
tho house on the principles involved in 
a bill either on the motion for a second 
reading or in committee on a motion 
to read the bill section by 
section. Substantive resolutions, like 
that brought forward by Mr. Sword, 
are never introduced except they 
aro to be followed by a definite bill 
dealing with the same subject. Now 
while the legislature could, of course, 
pass a bill in the words of Mr. Sword's 
resolution, it would be a mere legiala 
tive dictum or expression of opinion, and 
would not estop the house from incorpor 
ating a company the very next minute 
without requiring any bucIi condition as 
ia contemplated by the resolution. A 
British parliament or legislature cannot 
bind itseli by anjf declaration. Black- 
stone lays this down as an elementary 
principle of constitutional law. He says 
that if parliament should, as it haa done 
in times past, declare that an act never 
should be repealed, it might instanter 
pass another act repealing it. Tbeie is 
absolutely no limit to the legislative 
power of parliament, and the same re- 
mark applies to provincial legislatures 
within the constitutional limits of tbeir 
powers. Therefore Mr. Sword's resolu- 
tion, if it had passed, would not bind, 
but would simply embarrass the house. 

The other condition, under which re- 
solutions declaring a line of policy, may 
be properly introduced need not now be 
discussed. 

On the merits of the proposition we 
are in the position which was perhaps 
put better by Major Mutter than anyone 
else. We believe it well to exer- 
cise "a close oversight over the 
granting of franchises, but not 
well to attempt to tie tho 
hands of either the private bills com- 
mittee or tho house. The hostility which 
some gentlemen evince to companies 
seeking franchises is surprising. The 
Opposition has been in haste to put 
itself iiv the position of hostility to en- 
terprise and of undue friendliness to 
capital. " 1 want to give men of money 
a chance," said that erstwhile earnest 
friend of the workingman, Mr. Forater. 
This is very praiseworthy, but we have 
generally observed that men of money 
do not need to have chances made for 
them, when it comes to getting fran- 
chises. 

An objection to the resolution is that 
it is not one that governs any legislative 
body in the world. The history of all 
great enterprises bears us out in saying 
that if the promoters had been com- 
pelled to put up a forfeit as a condition 
on which a franchise would be granted, 
moat of them could never have accom- 
plished anything. It is easy to talk 
about " hawking around " franchises. 
])id any of the gentlemen who talk about 
this sort of thing try what they call 
" hawking around" a franchise, or as 
Col. Baker put it, try to Bell it like a 
pound of butter? If they never did, 
they would do well to try it and see how 
highly profitable a performance it is. 
Mr. HuCT said the first thing to be demon- 
strated ia the necessity for a public work 
and after that everything would be easy ; 
but ho is wrong. A project may 
be of the greatest necessity, but until 
you can convince a capitaliat that it will 
pay, ho will not put a dollar in it. 
Philanthropic considerations are very 
lovely, but possess no marketable value. 
The truth of the matter is that it is 
usually the energetic promoter, the 
man who "knows a good thing when he 
aeea it," the tireless, pushing, energetic 
man, who studies out a local situation, 
masters all the details, goes into the 
money markets with his project and 



convinces the very conservative men 
who hold the purse-strings of the finan- 
cial world that ho haB a meritorious pro- 
ject, that builds up the country. If we 
wait in British Columbia until the fin- 
ancial men of London or Toronto or 
any other place come out here and tramp 
over our hills to look up good oppor- 
tunities for investment, our resources 
will go for a long time undeveloped. The 
province owes much, and will owe still 
more to " promoters." Guard franchises 
closely, provide for their early forfeiture 
if not utilized, grant no extensions, ex- 
cept on excellent cause shown ; but do 
not put a block in tho way of enterprise 
by limiting the promotion of public 
works to men who have money to risk 
in the way of a deposit, to be forfeited 
in the case of failure. Mr. Turner waa 
entirely right when he said that the 
Province does not want the money of 
men who have honeBtly rtried and yet 
failed to carry out their plans. 

CA NA DIA N OOMPE TITION. 



The Seattle Post-Intelligencer says it 
is evident that the two great industries 
of the State of Washington, coal mining 
and lumber cutting, are to receive ade- 
quate protection under the new tariff. It 
is probable, our contemporary says, that 
%2 per thousand will be imposed on lum 
her and that the McKinley taritf on 
coal, 75 cents a ton, will be restored 
These changes will, in its opinion, pro 
duce " a wonderful improvement in the 
condition of those industries." The 
reason for this expectation is tho im- 
agined cheapness of production of coal 
and lumber in Canada as compared with 
the coBt in the United States. 

Referring first to tho matter of coal, 
oiy contemporary is under a singular 
misapprehension as to the facts of the 
case. Its reference is confined to the 
coal market in San Francisco, where it 
tolls us 902,674 tons of foreign coal were 
used last year against 384,482 tons of 
Washington coal. Tho reason for the 
greater demand of foreign coal is alleged 
to be the cheapness with which such 
coal can be mined and put upon the 
market. It is interesting to note that 
of the total import of foreign coal into 
San Francisco, almost two-thirds comes 
from this Province, whence it follows 
that San Francisco buys nearly as much 
English and Australian coal as it 
does of the Washington article. 
Two-thirds of the San Francisco 
importation being of British Columbia 
coal, it follows that any observations 
made as to the advantage of cheaper 
production must relate chiefly to this. 
Now what are the actual facta of the 
case? Simply this, that the rates of 
wages paid in British Columbia mineB 
run from 25 to 75 per cent, higher than 
in Washington mines. We have before 
us a list of wages paid in a Washington 
mine, which we take as a fair sample of 
them all. Leaving out the matter of a 
general superintendent, we find that the 
Washington wages are : 

Foreman $75.00 per month. 

Outside men 1.50 per day. 

Pickers 1.25 per ton. 

Mining GO per ton. 

The wages paid in British Columbia 
mines are: 

Foremen $120.00 per month. 

Outside men 2.25 to 2.50 per day. 

Pickers 2.00 to 2.50 per day. 

Mining 75 per ton. 

In regard to freight from the British 
Columbia mines to San FrauciEco it is a 
fact that the average cost is about 25 
cents a ton higher than from tho Sound 
ports. Tims the Washington coal mines 
have already the protection afforded 
by lower wages and lower freights, 
and yet British Columbia can 
sell nearly two tons to their one in the 
San Francisco market. Why is this? 
We find the reason in the fact stated by 
tho Post-Intelligencer that " the superi- 
ority of the latter, (i.e. the B. C. coal) is 
unquestioned." What our contemporary 
is congratulating itself upon is, there- 
fore, that the Washington mine owners 
can get 75 cents more per ton for their 
inferior coal in San Francisco. That the 
duty will increase the output of that 
coal is mora than problematical, for it is 
a fact that the shipments of British Col- 
umbia coal to San Francisco did not in- 
crease because of tho abolition of the 
duty and they presumably will not de- 
crease because of its reimposition. The 
only effect will be that the San Francisco 
consumers, who have given abundant 
proof of their determination to have 
British Columbia coal if they can get it, 
will have to pay 75 cents a ton more for 
it, which they are ready to do if they 
have to, and also 75 cents a ton more for 
tho Washington coal which they do not 
want to buy if they can avoid it. 

In regard to lumber the fact is that 
practically no lumber is shipped from 
this province to California. During the 
last five years a few cargoes have gone 
thither from British Columbia ports, but 
the chances of making sales there 
does not enter at all • into 
the calculations of our lumbermen. 
As to competition in tho markets of the 
Middle West'of which tho Seattle paper 
complains, we fancy that is more due to 
the fact that Canadian logs are admitted 
duty free than for any other reason. If, 
however, congress is of tho opinion that 
Canadian lumber is cutting into the 
American market and shall decide to 
bar out the manufactured article, it is 
worth while for parliament to consider 
tho desirability of further protecting 
Amorican interests by putting an erport 
duty on logs. If this erection of trade 
barriers is so good a thing it might be 
well for both countries to try their hands 



at it. If Canadian coal, Canadian lum- 
ber, Canadian ores and Canadian labor 
are such obstacles to American prosperity 
that they must be barred from the coun- 
try or admitted only on terms which are 
intended to be prohibitory, probably it 
will not be impossible to discover lines 
upon which tho Dominion can enact the 
Bame sort of legislation It . ia a poor 
sort of business for two countries, with 
so many commercial interests in com- 
mon, to be pursuini: a cat-and-dog pol- 
icy ; but if our neighbors want it, we 
ought to endeavor to accommodate them. 

Wis must remind the Nanaimo Mail 
that contracts for labor made out of 
British Columbia aro good in this prov 
ince now. All that the section in the 
Master and Servants Act on this subject 
provided was that in an action in this 
Province on such contracts it should not 
be necessary to prove what the law is 
where this contract was made. Does our 
contemporary grasp tho point? A ma- 
jority of the house did not, it ia true; 
but surely it is impossible to make any 
proposition plainer. 



Every now and then Bre'r Dana of 
the New York Sun has an attack of anti- 
Canadian rabies. His latest is over an 
idea that Canada may be tho basis of an 
attack on the United States. The good 
old man need not worry. Canada has 
no present use for the United States, and 
his grey hairs need not bo brought by 
sorrow to the grave by the immediate 
prospect of being compelled to come un- 
der the flag of the Dominion. 



Mit. Barnard's letter in regard to 
water rights is based upon a miscon- 
struction of what the Colonist said.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

It is the intention of the Premier to 
take some suitable occasion further to 
inform the house as to the operation o t e. 
co-operative- hanks in Europe. Honor- 
ablo members and the public will be 
glad to know thiB. 

The Attorney-General defined his at- 
titude, and presumably that of the gov- 
ernment, towards the details of the Com- 
panies Act. This bill waa 'prepared by 
the revisors of the statutes and it is not 
the intention to make a government 
question of any of its features. In pur- 
suance of. this idea the bill haB been sent 
to a special committee, who may and 
probably will report amendments. 

The interchange of views on the ques- 
tion of water rights yesterday, although 
over a matter that was considered by 
Mr. Speaker to bo out of order, was 
timely. The subject is one that needs a 
good deal of ventilation, for evidently 
there is a good deal of misinformation 
abroad respecting the law as it now 
stands. 

Mr. Kellie gave an exhibition of this 
by a rather bitter personal attack upon 
the Provincial Secretary for his alleged 
neglect in failing to prepare the 
necessary legislation. Col. Baker and 
Mr. Pooley very effectively disposed of 
Mr. Kellie's cenBure by showing that 
everything, which he complained had 
not been provided for, was already in the 
Statute book. 

If the gentlemen of tho opposition are 
not very careful they will get themselves 
on record on matters of policy, which 
will put them in a rather peculiar light 
before the voters next summer. It may 
be good fun to try and embarrass the 
government by moving resolutions; but 
when these resolutions come to be put 
together in the form of a platform tho 
shoe may bo on the other foot. " O, 
that mine enemy would write a book," 
said tho wise man. "O, that the Oppo- 
sition would build a platform," the gov- 
ernment members may well say.

The city harbor was thoroughly

Frank La Rochelle, of Lillboet. Officer 
McKenna was in charge of the party 
but no trace was -found, and it is now 
thought that there can be no doubt that 
the body has been carried out to sea by 
the tide. 

The annual tea and concert of the 
First Congregational church is to be held 
on the night of Wednesday, March '6., 
in Temperance hall. Tea wi|l be served 
at IS o'clock, to be followed by a good 
programme in which several well known 
iocal entertainers will take part. 

The second general meeting of the 
" Victoria Branch of the Society for the 
Preventian of Cruelty of Animals " was 
held last evening, wiien the executive 
committee, appointed at a prior meeting 
to frame constitution and by-laws, sub- 
mitted the same, and these, with some 
amendments were adopted, the secretary 
being instructed to have a sufficient 
number of copies printed in pamphlet 
form for the uBe of the members. A pa- 
tron, and the officers of the society not 
appointed at the first meeting, were 
elected, and the meeting adjourned sine 
die, to meet at the call of the president. 

The delegation of the Farmers' Alli- 
ance now in the city were unable to lay 
their wants before the ministers yester- 
day owing to the fact that there were 
many other delegations presented, which 
took up all the available time. The gov- 
ernment, however, have promised them 
a hearing to-day. The New Westmin- 
ster council passed a resolution at their 
last meeting favoring government loans 
to farmers, on the lines adopted by the 
government of the colony of New Zea- 
land, and directed that a copy of the 
resolution be sent to the premier for 
consideration and also to the local mem- 
ber, Mr. J. B. Kennedy. 

Sergeant Lang lev, of the provincial 
police, accompanied by Police Officer 
jlooson, of Kossland; came over on 
Tuesday evening's Charmer after leaving 
at New Westminster the following 
prisoners, a batch of hard cases : Bert 
Scriver, sentenced by Judge Forin under 
the Speedy Trials Act to two years' im- 
prisonment for forgery; John Anderson, 
two years' imprisonment with bard 
labor for going through a man's pockets 
in the Spokane hotel at Rossland ;

ment with hard labor for obtaining 
money under false pretences. 

If Mr. Henley's find at Clover Point 
turns out to be valuable it will be the 
old storv of a prophecy coming true after 
many days. It seems that eighteen or 
twenty years ago an old miner pottered 
about the shore in the vicinity of Clover 
point for several weeks, and when ho 
left ho took with him a sack of rock and

•would turn out to be valuable mineral 
property. The old miner started for 
San Francisco, but died on the 
way down, and nothing more was 
heard of his sack of samples. 
Nothing further was thought of 
the matter till Mr. Henley made his pre- 
sent lind. He has put down a hole about 
three feet, the ore being a heavy looking 
white iron chiefly. It is claimed that 
assays on the surface have run as high as 
$8 in gold. Tho ledge can be traced, Mr. 
Henley states, right across the point, 
and he is going to make a thorough test 
of it to see if tho property is worth work- 
ing or not.

WITH MASONIC H0N0KS. 

The Body of the Late Engineer McArthur 
Is Laid in the Grave. 

The body of the late James McArthur, 
formerly of the C.P.K.Co.'s service, 
whoso death took place under suspicious 
circumstances last Saturday night, was 
interred at the Ross Bay cemetery yes- 
terday afternoon from the family resi- 
dence at 5G John street, Victoria West. 
The services at the house were conducted 
by Rev. Dr. Campbell, of the First Pres- 
byteriaa church, and the cortege on 
leaving John street proceeded to the 
Masonic ball, where it was joined by a 
number of the members of Vancouver 
Quadra lodge, No. 2, B.C.M., (to which 
the deceased had belonged), who took 
charge of the ceremonies at the grave. 
The worshipful master, M.H.Thomp- 
son, officiating. 

At this point the members of the Odd 
Fellows lodge, Columbia No. also joined 
the procession, making a representation 
of about two hundred strong from the 
two orders. Along the streets many 
tokens of respect were shown, denoting 
the deceased's popularity in this city. 
Tlie pall-bearers from the residence were 
Messrs. T. Shaw, R. Currie, W. Somer- 
ville, A. Shepherd, J. Lauderdale and M. 
Arbuckle, most of whom are, or have 
been, connected with the C. P. N. Com- 
pany. The Masonic bearers were Bros. 
Perdue, Toluiie, Bishop, Orr, Tagg and 
Dow. 

The late Mr. McArthur has been con- 
nected with the C.P.N. Company since 
its organization, in 18S3, and before that 
served for many years under Captain 
John Irving on board tho I!. P. Rithet. 
The presence at the funeral of Captain 
John Irving, manager; Mr, G. A. Carle- 
ton, general agent; Mr. Donald Mackay, 
and many others connected with the 
company, is sufficient proof of the high es- 
timation in which he was held. The body 
was encased in a handsome mahogany 
casket, on which were placed handsome 
wreaths. Very pathetic and touching 
was one, on which the simple word 
" Father " was arranged in appropriate 
flowers, which was put on by the now 
fatherless children. 

At the adjourned inquest to be held 
to-day in the city hall, touching the 
cause of the death, it is learned that a 
number of witnesses will be called who 
did not appear on Tuesday last. Cor- 
roborative evidence relating to the ques- 
tion asked by tho deceased as to whether 
his eye were cut or not will be given, 
and it will also be sworn to that it was 
immediately after receiving the reply 
"Yes!" that McArthur entered the 
card-room from which ho was taken by 
the proprietor and ejected from the 
hotel. Evidence has already been given 
that McArthur' a eye was not marked 
before he entered tlie Clarence, and the 
natural inference is that the wound was 
inflicted whilst he was there, and a fur- 
ther conclusion may be dravn that the 
bruise which caused li is death was in- 
flicted at the same time. 

No blows were Btruck in the bar-room ; 
sounds as of a Btruggle or scufllo weie 
heard proceeding from the card-room, 
and McArthur is seen lying on the- 
around, Witnesses on Tuesday who 
were sitting in the card-room did not, or 
would not, see this, and for the purpose 
of elucidating the facts in reference to 
this part of the case, tho police have 
summoned aa witnesses all of the dozen 
or more men who were in tlie card-room 
of the Clarence hotel on the night in 
question, whose names are known.

The iirst session of the Grand Lodge of 
the Royal Templars opened in this city 
yesterday morning in tho Sir William 
Wallace ball. After the usual functions 
of the order, the guest of the lodge, Mr 
W. W. Buchanan, editor of tho Tem- 
plar, waB formally welcomed by the 
grand councillor. Mr. Buchanan briefly 
replied, thanking the lodge and express- 
ing his pleasure at being present. 

The report of the grand council- 
lor was then presented, which re- 
viewed the work of the several 
branches during the past year, and 
showed great pi ogress in the work. The 
reports of tlie grand secretary and the 
grand treasurer followed, each being 
highly satisfactory, the latter report in- 
dicating a substantial increase of the 
balance on hand, and reports of the 
various councils were also pre- 
sented, and J. B. Kennedy, M.P.P., 
addressed the meeting, complimenting 
the delegates on the satisfactory reports 
presented. 

At the afternoon session appeals and 
grievances to the Grand Lodge were dis- 
cussed, after which adjournment was 
made until 9:30 o'clock this morning. 

There was a good attendance at the 
lecture in the Metropolitan Methodist 
church school room in the evening at 
which Rev. W. L. Clay was chairman, 
and introduced the lecturer, Mr. Bu- 
chanan. 

'The Prohibition .Esop " is literally 
a series of fables which bring out tho 
argument required in a way which, con- 
trary to a great many lectures, holds the 
audience in an agreeable and interested 
state, without the usually (so called) 
funny stories which as often aa not are 
entirely away from the point in question 
and are only a waste of time. Each fable 
as related by Mr. Buchanan is illustrat- 
ed bvalidea aketched by Bengough, Can- 
ada's celebrated caricaturist, specially 
for this purpose. Theae were manipu- 
lated last night in a very able manner 
by Mr. Noah ShakeBpeare. 

Tho lecture wiib divided into five 
heads: 

Character and cost of *raffic. 

Absurdity and iniquity of license. 

Why not prohibition? 

Evasions of politicians. 

Solution of the problem. 

Each head consisted of three fables 
with its accompanying illustration, or 
illustrations. The lirat fable in the sec- 
ond head was an excellent example of 
the entire lecture. It was called the 
" Skunk convention," and was used to 
illustrate the absurdity of licensing. 

"The animals and beasts," said the 
lecturer, had formed themselves into a 
democracy, and of course the skunk 
wished to become a member. The mem- 
bers, at least a number of them, 
objected to Mr. Skunk and to solve the 
difficulty a convention was called. The 
lirst speaker said, 'Mr. Chairman and 
beasts: Of course we all know that the 
skunk has a smell and a very strong one, 
but why should you destroy him on that 
account. You know he will amell after 
his death, and beside* he is not so bad 
when you get used to him.' Here the 
speaker was interrupted by a loud bray, 
and the newcomer after addressing the 
chair, began—' The last speaker knows 
nothing of the matter, but what can you 
expect from a hog? Why should we 
kill the skunk. He baa as much right 
to live as you or I ! What we should do, 
is to make every skunk lake out a license 
and thus aid the public till. Let every- 
one live and do not take away his life 
because of his being obnoxious to the 
few.' A sharp bark was here heard, and 
a cute looking Uog appears on the scene. 
' Mr. Chairman and beasts ' be said : 
1 Why should we, when we object to the 
skunk, put his money in the public till, 
and put the stink of the skunk in with 
it, too, and spread it among our commu- 
nity like a pestilence. No! Let us kill 
the skunk and bury him in quick lime 
so that no trace of him can lie found.' 
On the vote being taken it was found 
that the donkeys were in tlie majority. 
That the public coffers were to be filled 
witii money reeking with that which the 
democracy was trying to avoi'l. And so 
it 'i with "the liquor question." 

Trie lecture throughout was a straight 
political prohibition lecture, given hy 
Mr. Buchanan not for pecuniary benefit 
to himself, for he is not a professional 
lecturer, but to help the cause with 
which he is so intimately connected, 
and in connection with which he is so 
widely known. 

At the conclusion a vote of thanks was 
passed to Mr. Buchanan for hia ex- 
tremely intereating lecture, and to Rev. 
W. L. Clay, who ably filled the chair. 
Mr. C. Rowlands gave a sacred aong in 
his usual good style; Rev. P. C. L. 
Harris also sang: and Mrs. Lewis Hall 
acted as accompanist for tho evening 
To-night a public meeting will bo held 
in St. Andrew's Presbyterian church at 
8 o'clock, and speeches will be made by 
General Manager Buchanan and otlierB

Mr. LSooTir yesterday introduced in 
the legislature a bill " to iinpoee certain 
restrictions upon' the granting of liquor 
licenses in rural districts." The bill, 
which consists of only two section, pro- 
vides that no license shall be granted for 
the saleof liquors retail in any rural set- 
tlement unlesB, in addition to tho other 
requirements, a petition bo mode by at 
least two thirds of the resident house- 
holders, (other -than Japs, Chinese or 
Indians) over 21 years of age, and resid- 
ing within live miles of the premises for 
which the license is asked. The prem- 
ises, too, muBt contain four bedrooms 
and proper stabling for at least six 
horses. It muBt also bo shown that the 
applicant is prepared to keep a well ap- 
pointed and sufficient eating house for 
travellers.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament, 

TWELFTH DAY. 

Wednesday, Feb. 24, 

The Speaker took theehnir nt 2 o'clock:. 

Prayers by Rev. Dr. Wilson. 

The private bills reported that the 
TuleB hail not been complied with in tho 
petition of the Cottonwood River mine. 
Tho report was received. 

Mr. Sword moved seconded _ by 
Mr. Semlin, " That in tho opinion of this 
house no charter giving any right of ex- 
propriation for the purpose of building 
a railway, a tramway, or giving power to 
appropriate water should be granted 
without its being stipulated therein that 
the powers so conferred are subject to 
the condition that sufficient security 
either in cash or approved bonds be 
given within at least three months after 
passage of the act, that the works 
authorized shall be carried out within the 
time and under the conditions specified 
in the act." The mover did not think 
the object of his resolution would need 
much explanation. When charters were 
granted some provisions should be made 
that the work would be carried out, oth- 
erwise these charters would be a detri- 
ment instead of a help to the country- 
His resolution, if carried out, would do 
away with any tendency tochaiter nion- 
gering. 

The Premier remarked that on its face 
the resolution appeared very desirable, 
yot in the present shape of development 
of the province great care should be 
taken that nothing be done which might 
have the effect of stopping tho introduc- 
tion of capital. He did not think that 
the trouble referred to by Mr. Sword 
had followed the granting of charters 
hitherto, for in the case of all the char- 
tare as far as he knew great efforts bad 
been made, though sometimes without 
success, to carry them out. He could 
quite understand that in some cases this 
provision might be of advantage, such 
as larga railways where a bonus was 
granted, but in the cases of electric 
power companies or others of that sort a 
limit of time might be made. 

Mr. Semlin favored the resolution, the 
giving of security as provided in it be- 
ing, in his opinion, a good tiling and an 
evidence of good faith on the part of 
promoters. It would be in the interest 
of the public that the resolution pass. 

Hon. Col. Baker agreed with the 
spirit of the resolution, but hardly 
thought it would he beneficial in prac- 
tice. It was not the capitalist but the 
locrtl man as a rule who knew the pro- 
vince well enough to see the advantage 
of promoting some enterprise. When 
that man went to the capitalist the first 
question asked was " Have you got a 
charter?" and if he had not then capital 
was not forthcoming. He feared that 
the passage of the resolution would be 
harmful rather than beneficial. 

Mr. Huff maintained that when the 
necessity existed for a charter, capital 
would be forthcoming. He feared too 
much of the water rights and other priv- 
ileges had been locked up by speculators 
through the granting of too many char- 
ters. 

Mr, Booth thought it would be wiser 
to leave each case to itself, and allow the 
honse to put some such provision as sug- 
gested, in bills when thought necessary. 

Dr. Walkem favored reasonable secur- 
ity being given, and believed there 
would be no difficulty in obtaining it if 
the enterprise for which a charter was 
Bought were bona tides. 

Hon. C. E. Pooley did not think the 
resolution would be beneficial. It was 
too cast-iron and mandatory, whereaH 
he believed in every individual eaBe the 
house should have opportunity to ex- 
press an opinion. In the case of bills 
now, unless it was shown that a charter 
applied for wub for a bona fide purpose 
the application was refused. Each bill 
should be dealt with on its merits and a 
blind resolution like this before the 
house should not be passed. Some gen- 
tlemen had spoken of charters that had 
been extended. That was very true, but 
where such extensions had been made 
the applicants had had to show that 
they had made efforts to carry out their 
charter and that they had acted in good 
faith. 

Mr. Kennedy spoke in sympathy with 
the resolution, which he pronounced a 
step in the right direction. 

Mr. Rogers wauted to give all the op- 
portunity possible to bring capital into 
the country, and hoped that the resolu- 
tion would not pass, as it would prevent 
in some cases very important work be- 
ing taken up. 

Mr. Forster held that the province had 
passed the stage when promoters were 
necessary, for capital was seeking Brit- 
ish Columbia investment, and charter 
holders would only stand in the way. 
Perhaps the resolution was a little too 
Btrong, and he moved in amendment to 
put the word " some " in place of the 
word " sufficient." 

Mr. Cotton, while in sympathy with 
the resolution, thought due considera- 
tion- should be taken before it was 
passed. Anyone who has not been in 
the house for some years knew that peo- 
ple who had held a charter for years 
liad, although they had not carried out 
their work, yet interposed opposition to 
subsequent applications on the ground 
of vested interest. Still it was desirable 
to pass a resolution that might possibly 
bo a bar to the introduction of capital, 
and he would move for an adjournment 
in the hope that some arrangement 
agreeable to all might be arrived at 

Mr. Kellie did not see the need of nny 
delay— In fact tho Provincial Secretarv 
had been negligent in notbringing down 
a bill when the house first met to deal 
with this water question. Anyone- who 
wanted to Bhould have theright of using 
what he required but no more. The 
government would be wise to appoint a 
committee of the house to deal with this 
water question. 

Hon. Col. Baker replied that Mr. 
Kellie was apparently not very well 
acquainted with the law on the subject 
now, or he would know that by present 
acts the rights of those who take up 
water are restricted to what they use. If 
the hon. member would only look into 
the act he would find ho was wrong in 
his premises. The charge that Mr. Kellie 
had made against him of neglect waB un- 
founded. 

Mr. Kellie said that it did not reflect 
credit on the Minister of Mines that he 
had not a bill laid before the house when 
the house met. 

Hon. C. E. Pooley remarked that the 
member (Mr. Kellie) was again wrong. 
As Col. Baker had stated, the statutes on 
the subject were very full already, and 
the only matter to come before the house 
was the consideration of the acts, with 
the additional power of expropriation for 
the purpose of putting up electric poles. 



was Mr. Forster 'a amendment, on the 
following division :

Mr. Macpherson in framing, the reso- 
lution maintained that the government 
side had been inconsistent in not voting 
for the amendment, which had been 
moved to make the resolution accept- 
able to all sides. 

Mr. Adams briefly stated that the re- 
solution was too hard and fast. 

Mr. Helmcken remarked that these 
bills came before the private bills com- 
mittee and he thought Mr. Sword made 
a mistake in placing restrictions that 
would hamper that committee. On this 
broad ground he would oppose the reso- 
lution for he felt that the committee 
were quite capable of looking after the 
rights of all parties. 

Mr. Graham differed from the last 
speaker. The true reason of the motion 
was he held, because the private bills 
committee had not full power to put on 
restrictions. 

Major Mutter w-as of opinion that if 
the private hills committee had not the 
pawer the houso certainly had full power 
to throw out any bill that came before 
it. Therefore this was practically an 
attempt to throw all the onus on the 
shoulders of the private hills committee. 

Mr. Sword closing the debate explain- 
ed that although nominally tho commit- 
tees are supposed to do all the work yet 
it was subject to overhauling by the 
house and this resolution was si in ply for 
the purpose of getiing an expression 
from the house. However, perhaps the 
resolution was too Btriiigont, and there- 
fore he would ask Hint he might with- 
draw it so as to word it somewhat" dif- 
feren lly. 
This was agreed to. 
Dr. Walkem moved, seconded by Mr. 
Kidd, that a detailed statement in 
connection with the payment of $800. S5 
to the Western World for publishing 
descriptive matter of British Colum- 
bia, giving the dates of each pay 
ment, the title of the descriptive article, 
the date of publishing and the name of 
the person or persons.to whom the checks 
were made payable, or the money was 
paid, and copies of all orders in connec- 
tion therewith. 
Carried. 

Mr. Booth, in moving the adoption of 
the eighth report of the private bills 
committee, said that they had talked the 
matter over and thought tho best way 
was to place a tax on the amount of 
water used. That, however, was out of 
the power of the committeo to do, so it 
was then resolved to refer the question 
to the house.* The report read, 

" That in view of the largo number of 
applications made at the present session 
for water priviliges, and the importance 
of the subject, your committee would 
respectfully recommend that the gov- 
ernment should introduce legislation 
dealing with the question of the appro- 
priation and utilization of water." 

The Premier was quite willing to al- 
low tho report to he adopted, even 
though it might not be quite in order. 
The mutter was a very important one, 
and it waB the intention of the govern- 
ment to bring down a. consolidation of 
the hills already in existence and deal- 
ing with the question. Still he thought 
that the committee should take the or- 
dinary course with the private bills be 
fore them. They could alter bills or re 
port to the house if there was anything 
objectionable in them. Let the private 
bills committee insert in each of these 
bills that they should comply with the 
public acts on the subject. For his part 
he would like to see all these companies 
pay a fee for the water they used. 

The Speaker ruled the report out of 
order on the ground that there vyaB no 
authority for a committee to instruct 
the house in public policy; it was the 
house that must instruct tho committee. 
The committee might make a recom 
inemlation on any Bingle bjll but could 
not make an " omnibus " recommend 
tion such as this. 

Mr. Cotton argued that the committee 
did not wish to instruct the house but 
desired an expression from the house for 
the committee to act upon in dealing 
with the bills. This was the more needed 
because of the declaration by the Prem 
ier that at a later period of tho sejBion a 
policy in water rights would be brought 
down. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts corrected Mr. Cot 
ton. The Premier had not said the gov 
eminent would bring down a policy on 
the water question. What ho had said 
was that a bill would be brought down 
consolidating the existing lav's on the 
subject and with such amendments as 
were in the interests of the country 
Mr. Cotton—" That is a policy." 
Hon. Mr. EbertB — "No; it is more a 
question of details." He could not see 
why the private bills committee could 
not deal with each bill on its merits. 

Mr. Speaker explained that while tho 
report was out of order there waB a very 
easy way out of the difficulty — by some 
member of the house moving that the 
private bills committee be instructed in 
line with the report. 

Mr. Cotton pointed out that the com- 
mittee wanted instruction because until 
a company had Ub act of incorporation 
it could not take advantage ol the rights 
to use water. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts explained that under 
the law at present a company could be 
formed under the ordinary Companies 
Act and obtain permission from the gold 
commissioner to use water for any min- 
ing or other purpose, hut not, of course, 
power to expropriate land. 

Mr. Cotton argued that it was impossi- 
ble to deal with each bill separately in 
ns satisfactory way as if the committee 
had 80010 general rule to go by 
as to the amount of water they 
could grant. He was not asking for an 
experiment, but what had been tried 
successfully in other countries. What 
he wanted to see was BOtne general act 
whereby every one who came along 
might linve the right to use all the water 
needed as long as it was for the beneficial 
use of the country, and that none would 
have given to them any special right to 
lock up water prjwer which they did not 
use. 

Mr. Speaker again drew attention to 
the discussion being out of order. If the 
government wished to make an omend- 
nent well and good, hut the discussion 
was plainly out of order. 

The Premier said, in reference to Mr. 
Cotton'd remarks, that his complaint 
that the committee could not settle the 
amount of water that any company 
should be granted, waa equivalent to 
saying that the private bills committee 



when exhorbitaftt demands for water 
were made. If tho present water acts 
were not sufficient to protect the water 
privileges of the province, the consolida- 
tion of the acts could be made to meet 
the case this seBsion. 

Mr. Helmcken explained that the 
private bills committeo were not anx- 
ious to shirk their responsibilities. It 
seemed to the committee, however, that 
one general act might be brought in un- 
der which all these companies might 
apply for incorporation. He believed 
the matter might be met by adopting 
some section reserving the crown rights 
to the water. 

Mr. Speaker then interposed ruling 
the report out of order but Baying that 
the discussion which had arisen was a 
most important one and furnished some 
very valuable ideas oif the subject of 
water privileges. 

Mr. Semlin asked tho Hon, the Chief 
Couimisaoner of Lands ami Works: 

" What reply baa been given to the 
petitioners from Shuswap, Tappan Sid- 
ing and Notch Hill asking for construc- 
tion of a road from Tappan-Siding to 
Notch Hill and from thence to Shu- 
swap? 

*' What was the date of such reply?" 

Hon. Mr. Martin replied — "The peti- 
tion was acknowledged to John Mitchell 
on tho 30th January, ISM. 

"The road superintendent was in- 
structed to report on the subject of tho 
petition on the 31st January, 1890. 

"The copy of the road superintendent's 
report was Hent to John Mitchell on the 
15th of January, 1S!)7." 

Mr. Semlin— To asked the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works : 

"Were tenders invited for building 
lock-up on Mayne island? 

" (a) The number of such tenders sub- 
mitted? 

"(b) Tho names of tenderers, with 
amount of tender? 

"(c) The name of the tenderer to 
whom the contract waa awarded? 

Hon. Mr. Martin :

Hon. Mr. Eberts moved that the sec 
ond reading of the Companies Act hi 
discharged and that the bill be referred 
to a select committee composed of Mes 
srs. Helmcuen, Rithet, Sword, Cotton 
and the mover, to report to this house 
Mr. Cotton, while not wanting to take 
up time in discussion of the act, thought 
that the provision that made the mini 
mum number of incorporators Boven, in- 
stead of three as at present, was not ne- 
cessary and gave really no additional 
security. It was essential, too, to know 
if it was desirable or not to allow shares 
to be sold at less than their par value, as 
is at present tho custom in this province 
Another matter he drew attention to 
waB the opposition that had been raised 
to the requirement that 10 per cent, of 
the stock should be paid up before a 
company could start operations. At the 
same time it was the best way to refer 
the act to a committee as suggested. 

The Hon. Attorney General remarked 
that this bill was one of those prepared 
in the consolidation of the statutes by 
the present commissioners. Some of 
the provisions that might be changed 
and as to the number of persons who 
might incorporate, that was a matter of 
detail. The bill was composed of eer< 
tain sections of the Dominion, the Pro- 
vincial and the Companies Act of Eng- 
land. It waa very similar to the Com- 
panies Act of 1802, and had various 
changes in it, among them that 
10 per cent, must bo paid uj 
before the company could operate. 
This he tnougnt perhaps too stringent 
and it might bo amended. As to pre- 
ference shares, under the act of incor 
poration the power to issue preference 
shares might be inserted. Another 
thing of vital interest to the country, was 
whether there should not bo two acts 
one for mining companies and one for 
other joint stock companies. All these 
things might be threshed out in the 
committee, for the time was too short 
here to devote to it otherwise. 
The motion prevailed. 
Hon. Mr. Eberts moved the second 
reading of the hill to accelerate the in- 
corporation of cities, and in doing so 
said it was desirable to pass this hill, 
for under the municipal act no incorpor- 
ation could take take place for a year, 
and it was with a view to enabling cer- 
tain towns to incorporate sooner that 
this bill was introduced. Rosshind, 
Grand Forks and Nelson were referred to 
in the bill, but provisions were made to 
allow other towns to come under the 
provisions of the act. The necessity of this 
act was obvious. Rossland had sprung 
into a town of (1,000 population ; Nelson 
waB a town of 2,000 and Grand Forks 
was going forward with rapid Btrides, 
The warm weather was coming on and 
certain works, such as sewerage, were 
absolutely necessary. The bill gave 
these towns power to borrow money to 
carry out these necessary public works. 
He had tried to make tho bill meet with 
general satisfaction and ho hoped it 
would pass. 

The second reading was passed and 
the bill set for committee to-day. 

Mr. Helmcken introduced a private 
hill to amend the Vancouver and Lulu 
Island Railway Act. Tho bill was reud 
a first time. 

A petition from Alex. Begg asked that 
further time be given for the introduc- 
tion of a private bill, as the letter in 
which he baa sent it was delayed owing to 
the member for whom it was intended 
being away from homo. 

The petition was received and the 
house adjourned.

WATER RIGHTS. 

To the Editor: — Sir — Your conten- 
tion in Tuesday morning's paper upon 
the subject of Water Bights is no doubt 
theoretically correct, at the same time it 
is possible that you may have overlook- 
ed some few facts. In a new country 
such as this," where small towns are daily 
springing into existence, it is essential 
in the interests of these towns that they 
should have a supply of water and light. 
Very often this becomes necessary be- 
fore these towns are incorporated, and 
even after, under the Municipalities Act, 
they may not be able to borrow the 
money necessary for the construction of 
works to give them a sufficient supply 
In this case it is very important thatpri 
vate enterprise should be encouraged. 
Take, for instance, such places at Nel- 
son, Trail, Kamloops and Rossland 
none of these towns would have a supply 
of water if it had not been for the enter 
prise of private individuals, who have, 
even without a charter, instituted a ser- 
vice. Now, you contend in cases of this 
kind, which you aduiitareneceasary and 
are advantageous, that it would be 
sufficient encouragement to investors to 
place their money if it were under- 
stood that the cities should have the 
right t^o take over the plant at any time 
without paying anything further than 
the cost. You surely do not suppose, as 
a man of business, that anyone could be 
found to invest his money in any ven- 
ture which is so very speculative, with 
the expectation that should the city be 
come large enough, he would have to 
turn over his property at actual cost 
and that, in the event of there being no 
growth at the point supplied with water 
that is to say, in the event of it not de- 
veloping into a place sufficiently large to 
support a water works, the investor 
should lose his money; in other 
words, your contention is that 
people can be found to invest 
their money in the construction of 
waterworks for a town, and should the 
town not develop the investor should ex- 
pect to lose his money, but in the'event 
of its being a success fie Bhould be com 
pelled to turn over his business at cost 
to the city. It must be evident that no 
sane person could be found to place his 
money in any enterprise of this kind. 

I think it only right that municipal! 
ties should be enabled to buy out the 
rights, privileges and franchises of any 
company supplying water or light to a 
town, but I certainly think that the 
original inveBtor, who takeB all the 
chances, should be well recouped by the 
purchasers, who only exeiciso their 
option to buy after its success is assure! 

Should legislation be conducted on the 
lines suggested by yourself and Mr. Cot 
ton it will prevent any of the small 
towns which, as I have before stated, 
are daily springing into existence, being 
supplied with water and light.

CONCERNING THE PEDAL.

jpracticnl Points, by nn Kmlncnt Teacher, 
ou Itn Proper Use. 

Tlio pedals receive but little attention 
from most teachers. Tliu general rules 
for tlio damper pedal — put down tlio 
pedal at the beginning of tlio measure 
and take it up at tlio end — is not artis- 
tic. A better rule would bo to change 
the pedal with every change of harmony. 
But pupils ought to be instructed as to 
the real object of tho pedals and taught 
to liston fur effects. Following aro some 
notes from an eminent teacher who is 
reported as saying in Tho Etude: 

Tlio object of tlio damper pedal, or the 
so called loud pedal, is twofold — lirst, it 
prolongs tlio touo, and, second, it re-en- 
forces it. Any touo may bo prolonged by 
raising tho damper from the string, leav- 
ing it free to vibrate. When the damper 
falls on tlio spring, it coasos to vibrate, 
and tlio tone is cut off. A touo is ro-en- 
forccd when, all tlio dampers being 
raised, other strings aro l'reo to vibrate 
in connection with tho ono struck. Tlio 
touo wo hoar is not simply that of tho 
string which has been struck, but also its 
overtones — i. o. , tho octavo, tho twelfth, 
tlio secdnd octavo abovo, tho major third 
above that and others, whoso strings set 
up a sympathetic vibration with tho ono 
struck, according to a natural law. 

When ono understands this beautiful 
law, it is very plain to seo that a proper 
uso of tho pedal makes the. tones fuller 
and richer, while mi injudicious uso of 
it would cause a blending of many tones 
that would bo inharmonious. ; 

A pretty littlo experiment to exem- 
plify this sympathetic vibration is this : 
Press vory softly tlio key Q, in tho mid 
die of tho keyboard, without allowing 
the hammer to striko tho string. ; Now 
strike very sharply tlio key C a twolfth 
blow. Tako the finger from tho key C, 
and tho Or is heard to sing. TheQ string 
being free to vibiato, sinco its damper 
was raised, received its impnlso to vi- 
brato from tho vibrations of tlioC string.

Rossland'a Ever Growing Popula- 
tion— Au Opinion Aptly 
Illustrated. 



0. B. Rand, of Sandon, nnd IT. G. 
Blackwell, of Spokane, came over from 
Vancouver last night, Mr. Blackwell 
having just completed the purchase of a 
half interest in the Buffalo mine, on 
Four Mile, in the Slocan country, the 
deal having been put through by Mr 
Rand. Mr. Blackwell was formerly in- 
terested in the iron industry in the TJni 
ted States, but came West some months 
aco, attracted by the splendid opportu- 
nities offered by the mines in Kootenay, 
and since then has devoted himself to 
the Slocan country. 

"It is the liveliest mining country I 
ever was in," he said, as he 
eat chatting in the Driard last 
night, "you can feel the pulse 
of life throbbing right through it. It is 
simply wonderful to see the way they 
are digging money out of the ground. 
Just imagine even a vein three or four 
miles to three feet wide being worked, 
with ore running hundreds of dollars in 
value. I was up through the Rico a few 
days ago, and the way the ore was being 
stoped out was a caution. On the Kaslo 
& Slocan railway train the day we came 
up there were (-even cars of ore, and "all 
along the line there were houses full to 
bursting waiting their turn to ship. I 
suppose at least ten tons a day go out on 
that road alone. There are plenty of men 
with money there eager for a chance to 
invest and anything good does not have 
to go begging, for even if it is away up 
on a rough trail and pretty hard to get 
at, there ave men with money ready to 
climb the hills to get a sight of it and 
purchase." Mr. Blackwell hail some- 
thing to eay on the proposed companies 
act, and asoinewl at novel way of illus- 
trating his views. He does not believe 
in the provision making it obligatory to 
put up 10 per cent, of the capital before 
a company can operate. 

" If you and I want to go in for a 
little game we are prepared to put up 
our ante all right on the chance 
of making more, and it would 
be just the same with men who want 
to go in for wild catting. The poor man 
who want3 to develop perhaps has not 
the money to put up his ten per cent, of 
capital for legitimate mining, but the 
fellow who is after suckers is like the 
gambler with the money down in his 
jeans ready to capitalize for a million or 
two and to put up the ten per cent, on 
the chance of making a big haul." 

That is Mr. Blackwell's way of look- 
ing at it. 

" Here's something I have just re- 
ceived irom Rossland," said Mr. J. M. 
Kellie, M.P.P., lastnightas he produced 
a resolution passed by the Rossland 
Board of Trade on February 22. 
This resolution in effect asks that the 
clause in the Companies Act requiring 
ten per cent, of capital to be put up be- 
fore a company can operate be struck 
out. The reason given is that the provi- 
sion would create a monopoly and place 
the mining business in the hands of the 
wealthy. If further protection be 
necessary the suggestion is made 
that a section might be substituted 
compelling all companies to hold the 
proprietory Btock in truet (ill at least 20 
per cent, of the treasury stock was sold, 
such a course being in the opinion of 
the meeting sufficient protection to the 
public against wild-catling, while work- 
ing no hardship to any company intend- 
ing to work honestly. 

J. Lambert Penney, who was -a pass- 
enger by the Bteamer Tees last evening 
from AJberni, reports that mining mat- 
ters in that district are in full blast. 
The Alberni Consolidated stamp mill is 
running night and day, and so far as 
could be learned the results are very sat- 
isfactory. Although there are two feet of 
snow on the ground, prospectors are do- 
ing a great deal of work, being favored 
by the line weather. From Uchueuli-set 
and Copper island come reports of many 
good strikes. Among the passengers by 
the Tees were the French experts who 
have been looking at the claim at Sari t a. 
It is understood tiiat these gentlemen 
were very favorably impressed with the 
appearance of the properties examined 

Mr. Norman McLean, secretary of the 
Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern Rai" 
way and Navigation Company, is stay- 
ing at the New England. In connection 
with this company he says:

G. McDonnell, 
our solicitor, have just returned from 
Ottawa, where they have been inter' 
viewing the Dominion government re- 
garding our syndicate. They are very 
pleased with the outlook in the East, 
and have no -doubt that the government 
will deal liberally with the road if the 
provincial legislature will show in i 
tangible form the need of the road 
Premier Laurier assured the depu- 
tation that hq injustice would 
be done to the people of the Coast 
The Burrard Inlet and Fraser Valley 
Railway Co. has -been merged into ours, 



and Dr. Milne ia expected back from Ot- 
tawa every day. Then a delegation will 
probably wait on the provincial govern- 
ment in the courso of a few days. What 
wo want is a Erptare deal, and if wo can't 
build the whole of the road, we shall 
have to bo content with the Columbia 
river section. 

"This ia not a party question and we 
are promised 'on both sides of the local 
house. I should like to call attention to 
tho.fact that the name of the syndicate 
is the Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern 
Railway & Navigation Co. The whole 
voice of the people seems to be with us, 
and the legislative body will have hard 
work gettiug over that." 

Mr. "Jack" Hooson, of Rossland, is 
at the Balmoral. " Rossland is all right," 
he says, " growing every day. People 
are coming in by the score, and by the 
end of the year we expect to have twice 
the population we have now. The dis- 
trict is a rich one, and up to the present 
fully as good as it lias been cracked up 
to be. New strikes are being made 
every day, and as long as that happens 
the place will grow. What is the feel- 
ing regarding railways in Rossland? 
Well, the people expect the Crow's Nest 
road 1o be put through, but the feeling 
iB all for government roads, and not for 
private individuals." " Jack " is a pro- 
vincial officer, and on being asked the 
state of the town as regards order, re- 
plied: " You may see a thousand men 
on the street many a timo during the 
day, but rows and lights are very, very 
scarce, and for orderliness Rossland is 
hard to beat.

DOINGS OF THE DOMINION. 

Patrons ol Industry Suggest Sweeping 
Changes— Trades Unions Win 
a Victory. 

Montreal, Feb. 2-1. — The Patrons of 
Industry of Quebec, at the annual ses- 
sion of the executive council to-day, 
passed a resolution favoring the appoint- 
ment by the executive board of a com- 
mission agent in England to receive and 
sell Canadian produce, and an agent in 
the Northwest Territories to look after 
the Belling of apples and manle syrups, 
the reduction of the indemnity of mem- 
bers of the Quebec legislature from $800 
to .*000 ; the reduction of the Lieut. - 
Governor's salary to $1, 000, iheludiug all 
expenses, and the abolition of the official 
resilience. The abolition of the legis- 
lative council was also advocated, and 
the board decided to urge the removal of 
duties on cotton, farm implements, corn 
fertilizes, coal oil, binding twine, barb 
wire and all other articles of necessity to 
farmers and laborers. 

Montreal, Feb. 24.— The court of ap- 
peals this afternoon maintained the 
right of trades unions to 6trike if the 
firms they worked for refused to dis- 
charge non-union men. The case in 
point was brought by a Btonecutter 
named Gauthier, who was not a member 
of the union and had been discharged 
because the union men threatened to 
strike. The case has gone through all 
the courtH. 

Ottawa. Ont., Feb. 24. — Mrs. Omier, 
of West Temnleton, who murderously 
attacked and killed her husband with 
an axe some days ago, appeared before 
the po ice magistrate in Hull to day and 
was sent down to stand her trial for 
murder at the assizes in June next. 

Brantfokd, Feb. 24. — A secret session 
of the county council was held here to- 
day, when a detailed report was received 
of the accounts of the late VV. S. Camp- 
bell. The total shortage was found to 
be $0,788, including interest. 

Ottawa, Feb. 24. — 0. is. Paquin, post- 
master at St. Cuthbfcit, Quebec, i& $2,- 
100 behind, and his case has been handed 
to the justice department. He had been 
drawing money orders on his brother for 
this amount, paying them to the govern- 
ment with a freeh order, and in the 
meantime speculating with the money. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 24. — Prof. Robertson 
has arranged for the establishment of 
lourteen creameries in the Territories 
thus far, where there were only three last 
year. 

WITH A BROKEN SHAFT. 

The Overdue " Cumbrian " Reported All 
Well— Strike on the North- 
Eastern Railway. 

Plymouth, Eng., Fob. 24.— The Brit- 
ish ship Austria, from Pensa- 
cola, Fiorida, which arrived to-day, 
reports that on the 18th instant, 
she spoke a steamship believed to have 
been the Cambrian, with shaft broken. 
The steamship signalled all on 
board are well. The Cambrian is 
the new steamship of the Wil- 
son-Funiess-Leyland line, which sailed 
from London on February 4 for New 
York, She is now about seven days 
overdue and anxiety has been expressed 
because of the delay. 

LoNuox v Feb. 24.— Mr. T. O. Bowles, 
M.P., of Kings Lynn constituency, will 
ask the parliamentary secretary for 
the foreign office, Mr. Curzon, 
in the house on Friday whe- 
ther there is any prospect of the 
United States paying Great Britain $8,- 
000,000 still unclaimed of the Alabama 
award. 

London, Feb. 24. — The Amalgamation 
Society haB ordered a general strike on 
the NorteaBtern railway system, com- 
mencing Thursday at midnight. Crowded 
meetings of railway men were held at 
Newcastle and Hartlepool and confirmed 
the decision. 

Lonhon, Feb. 25.— A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Bombay says: "It ia 
reported that 30 people suffering from 
lire bubonic plague were diecovered on 
the trains at Poena on Saturday." 

Paisley, Scotland, Feb. 24. — An ex- 
plosion of nitro-giyceriue has taken place 
it Noble's dynamite works, Ayrshire. 
Six persona were killed and several in- 
jured. 

The recent fancy ball in Glasgow has re- 
sulted in raising a mini of Xl'UoO on behalf 
of the Scottish Artists' Benevolent Assoc- 
iation.

New York, Feb. 24.— A dispatch to 
the Sun Bays: "Havana is alarmed. 
The Spaniards are wildly excited against 
Conaul General Lee and the Americans. 
The report waB circulated this morn- 
ing that American warships were 
coming to Havana by request of 
Conaul General Lee, and the indignation 
of the volunteers waa so intense over the 
report that fearing a demonstration the 
Marquis of Ahumada called to his vol- 
unteers in the city and assured them 
that the report was absolutely false, and 
that General Lee in inveatigating the 
truth of Mr. Rtiit death, only obeyed in- 
structions from the state department at 
Washington, given in a friendly, peace- 
able spirit. 

Whether the efforts of the Marquis, 
and in general of all the Spanish author- 
ities, to prevent a conflict will prove suc- 
cessful cannot be foretold. The fact re- 
mains tliat the Spanish volunteers and 
merchants openly say that if any Amer 
ican warships enter the bay of Havana 
they will attack the American consulate, 
and by their own acts and words declare 
war upon the United States. 

Printed addresses, "To loyal Span 
iarda," are circulating here, in which 
appeals are made to their patriotism to 
revive the manly spirit of the volun 
teers duriug the last war, which meanB 
an invitation to repeat the anarch ial 
scenes of I860, 1871 and 1875, in wieu a 
large number of murders were commit- 
ted in this city. 

The Havana correspondent of the 
Times says: "General Lee in discuss 
ing his cou.se in connection with the 
arrestof Americans, saya: " I am under 
ordera from Washington and I must 
obey instructions from headquarters. 
The department authorizes me to act in 
a certain.wav and 1 carry out my orders. 
I came here unprejudiced and deter- 
mined to form my opinions by what 
came directly under my observations." 

" From the moment I landed my 
blood began to boil, and if 1 stay here 
much longer and am forced to witness 
all the indignities heaped upon my 
countrymen without restraint, I will 
literally all boil away. They trample 
our flag upon the streets. Americans are 
murdered, robbed and imprisoned, and 
indignities are heaped upon our women 
and every atrocity conceivable for 
Spaniard to put on Americans ia thrust 
upon us." 

FISHERY PROTEUTION. 

Commissioners' Comprehensive Report as 
to Desirable International 
Regulations. 

Washington, Feb. 24.— The President 
has Bent to cong'reBa a report of the com 
missionera appointed under the act of 
1892 to examine into the condi 
tion, and recommend the best method 
of protecting the fisheries in the 
contiguous waters of the United States 
and Canada. The report iB very volum 
inoua, containing correspondence be- 
tween the two government8 and report 
upon the subject of the lisheries. It 
covers exhaustively all the features of 
the fisheries of the great lakes and the 
other international waters along the 
boundary. 

The two commissioners, Richard Rath- 
bun, representing the United States, and 
William Walkeham, repreprenting Great 
Britain, submit a separate series of 
recommendations in regard to the fisher 
ies from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

They were unable in many cases to 
reach more than general conclusions, 
leaving the mattbi : of detail to be settled 
by further and more complete inquiries

joint action by the two governments 
that a permanent joint commission 
to be composed of competent experts be 
provided, which shall be charged with 
the direct supervision of these lisheries 
and shall be empowered to conduct in- 
vestigations and moilify regulations as 
circumstances require." 

The commission eay no system of reg- 
ulations can be properly administered 
except by the licensing and registration 
of fishermen as a basis of restricting the 
character and amount of apparatus em 
ployed in each locality. 

They also say much of the irritation 
between fishermen, especially in the re- 
gion of the great hikes, has been caused 
by a misconception of the Dominion of 
the intervening water areas, the belief 
being widespread that beyond the three- 
mile limit the waters are neutral. They 
suggest the expediency of official maps 
of the great lakes, showing the boundary 
line,- and the distribution of these maps 
among the fishermen. 

The commission considered that the 
following five fisheries were covered by 
the agreement entered into'Decembei 6, 
1892: The mackerel fisheries of the At 
lantic coast and the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence; Passamaquoddy bay and adjacent 
waters; the St. John and St. Croix 
rivers, Lake Mernphremagog, the upper 
part of the St. Lawrence unci the chain 
of Great Lakes, Rainy lake, Lake of 
Woods and Rainy river, Columbia river, 
Fraser river, Gulf of Georgia, Puget 
Sound and Straits of San Juan tie Fuca. 
All these waters except Rainy lake and 
the Columbia river were visited by the 
two commissioners.

The shock to the train waB 
so severe that all the window glass waB 
broken to fragments.
